In 4 Days Seen 
CINCINNATI (ff> — The 4-day-old 
calf of tomorrow may not drink 
its mother’s milk.

BOILS OF KARL MARX 
IT IS INTERESTING to ponder what the 
world would be like today if Karl Marx 
hadn't been tormented by boils. Perhaps, 
instead of “Das Kapital’’ and Jhe “Com­ 
munist Manifesto.’ he w'ould have com­ 
posed fairy-tales or Mother Goose rhymes. 
At least, he would hardly have said: 
‘As 
long as they live, I hope the bourgeois will 
rem em ber my carbuncles.” 
The w'orld rem em bers them, all right. 
The w'orld today is abcessed with festering 
communism. Marx and his carbuncles pub­ 
lished the Communist Manifesto 100 years 
ago and the infection has spread. 
The fact that Marx was wrong hasn’t 
kept him from having followers. He had a 
revelation, and revelations are never put to 
the acid test. 
His revelation involved the prediction 
that the machine would cause the workers 
of the world—who, he said, had nothing- to 
lose but their chains—to grow progressive­ 
ly poorer under capitalism. The opposite 
happened. 
He predicted that the dictatorship of the 
pro letariat, as in Russia, would create a 
classless society in which the state would 
wither away. After 30 years, class distinc­ 
tions are sharpened in Russia, and the 
state is monolithic. 
He predicted that communism 
w o u l d 
come first in the most industrialized coun­ 
tries. It has come in industrially backward i 
countries. 
He was wrong on all these predictions. 
But he has his wish: The world has not 
forgotten his boils. 


WORRYING ABOUT WEATHER 
PERHAPS IT IS an erroneous im pres­ 
sion, but it seems to many old-timers that 
people today wTorrv more about the weath­ 
er than was the case a generation ago.

United States is assisting the Chinese on 
Formosa to hold that island as an anti- 
Communist outpost. Formosa was Japan­ 
ese territory from 18 95 to 1945 and there­ 
fore the Chinese are as accustomed to 
foreign possession of that territory as they 
are to the British possession of Hongkong, 
since 18 41, most of whose inhabitants are 
Chinese. 
Hongkong is a lovely island which rais­ 
es to a peak, on w'hich lives the British Go­ 
vernor-General.

Those who 
lived on the Peak were regarded as closer 
to Heaven and acted accordingly. 
Business was and is being done in the 
narrow crowded streets at the base of the 
hill and in Kowloon which houses factories, 
Hongkong has a wonderful harbor for oc- j 
ean-going ships. 
The Pearl River leads to Canton, where ! 
the British used to own most of an island 
called the Shameen. The big ocean-liners j 
transferred their goods at Hongkong to riv­ 
er streamers which went up to Canton. 
Hongkong grew rich as the port for Can­ 
ton. 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s plans for the future 
of China always involved the elimination I 
of Hongkong. In his work, “The Interna-1 
tional Development of China,” published in 
1920, Dr. Sun wrote: 
“Canton’s position as a seaport has been 
taken away by Hongkong since its cession 
to England after the Opium War. But as a 
commercial center of South China, Canton 
still holds its own, despite the advantages 
of deep-water harbor, the artificial im - ! 
provements of Hongkong, and the political 
dominance of England.

Catch That Sty Early 
Before It Develops 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.O. 
PROBABLY one of the most 
common eye ailm ents is a sty. I 
im agine most of you have had 
one at some time or ano ther. 
Scientifically, we call this type 
of infection a hordeolum. It in ­ 
volves one or more of the little 
glands in the eyelid. Usually, it’s 
due to infection with a staphylo ­ 
coccus germ. 
Early Treatment Important 
I t s 
im po rtant 
to 
recognize 
sym ptoms of a sty, because, if 
yo u b e g in tr e a tm e n t e a rly 
enough, you may be able to h alt 
its development. 
First, you Ivill notice th a t y o ur 
eye will begin watering. It will 
feel a s though something is in 
your eye. The eye will probably 
also develop a condition we call 
photophobia, or fear of light. 
The lid may be red and painful, 
and there will be a small, ro und 
swelling area on the m argin of 
yo ur lid. 
In a few days, a little yellowish 
spo t appears in the skin of this 
swollen area, indicating th a t pus 
has formed. O ften this tiny ab ­ 
scess will break open by itself, 
discharging th e infected m ate­ 
rial and relieving pain. 
If you get after a sty early 
enough, cold compresses, placed 
o n the eye fo r 10 to 15 m inutes 
several times a day, might stop it 
right there. For your compresses, 
use a cloth soaked in ice-cold 
w ater and wrung dry. 
Um Ho t Co mpresses 
In m ost cases, however, the sty 
is too well advanced by the time 


you notice it to fo restall its de­ 
velopment. Then your best bet 
is .hot compresses. This will help 
bring the infection to a head. 
Use either plain ho t w ater o r a 
m ixture of hot w ater and boric 
acid. For the latter, dissolve five 
level teaspoonfuls of boric acid 
powder in one pint of ho t water. 
Your eyes are very sensitive to 
heat, so don’t m ake the com­ 
presses too hot. Apply them fo r 
a sho rt period of tim e every two 
o r three hours. 
Sulfa Drug s Help 
Sometimes your doctor m ight 
recommend penicillin or one o f 
the sulfa drugs to help clear up 
the infection. 
If the infection doesn’t open by 
itself, your physician can open it. 
Then he m ight recommend an 
antibio tic be put into your ey e 
every day until the sty disappears 
completely. This helps prevent 
the infection from spreading to 
o ther parts of your eye. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
N. N.: I have polycythemia. 
W hat causes it? 
Answer: Polycythemia, due to 
several causes, occurs in various 
blood diseases, and has been 
found in a condition affecting the 
pulm onary arteries. 
In this disease, the spleen is 
enlarged, and there is an increase 
in the num ber of red blood cells. 
The skin is a rich, red color in 
warm w eather and bluish in cold 
weather. There are digestive and 
nervous symptoms, such as head­ 
ache, dizziness, co nstipation and 
vomiting.

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BOILS OF KARL MARX 
IT IS INTERESTING to ponder what the 
world would be like today if Karl Marx 
hadn't been tormented by boils. Perhaps, 
instead of “Das Kapital” and Jhe “Com­ 
munist Manifesto,’ he would have com­ 
posed fairy-tales or Mother Goose rhymes. 
At least, he would hardly have said: 
‘As 
long as they live, I hope the bourgeois will 
remember my carbuncles.’’ 
The world remembers them, all right. 
The world today is abcessed with festering 
communism. Marx and his carbuncles pub­ 
lished the Communist Manifesto IOO years 
ago and the infection has spread. 
The fact that Marx was wrong hasn’t 
kept him from having followers. He had a 
revelation, and revelations are never put to 
the acid test. 
His revelation involved the prediction 
that the machine would cause the workers 
of the world—who, he said, had nothing- to 
lose but their chains—to grow progressive­ 
ly poorer under capitalism. The opposite 
happened. 
He predicted that the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, as in Russia, would create a 
classless society in which the state would 
wither away. After 30 years, class distinc­ 
tions are sharpened in Russia, and the 
state is monolithic. 
He predicted that communism w o u l d 
come first in the most industrialized coun­ 
tries. It has come in industrially backward 
countries. 
He was wrong on all these predictions. 
But he has his wish: The world has not 
forgotten his boils. 


WORRYING ABOUT WEATHER 
PERHAPS IT IS an erroneous impres­ 
sion, but it seems to many old-timers that 
people today worry more about the weath­ 
er than was the case a generation ago. 
Newspapers, radio, weather man and in­ 
dividuals are more concerned because the 
temperature rises or drops, with or with­ 
out an accompaniment of snow, rain, hail, 
sleet or tornado. 
Before the days of the automobile, elec­ 
tricity, automatic heat, etc., people were 
less concerned about atmospheric condi­ 
tions than is the case in this mehanized 
age. If the woodbox had a plentiful supply 
of fuel, there was oil for the lamps and a 
ham or two hung in the cellar, it made 
little difference what went on meteorolog­ 
ically speaking. 
Oh, well, the weather gives people some­ 
thing to talk about, no matter how' corny 
it sounds.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


The question might reasonably be asked 
why, if the British object to American in­ 
tervention in Formosa, which is about IOO 
miles from the mainland of China, do they 
not give up Hongkong which is actually 
within China? The British not only hold the 
rocky island of Hongkong, but also Kow­ 
loon and the New’ Leased Territories which 
are on the mainland of China. 
Surely it is just as offensive to the Chin­ 
ese people to see a foreign flag fly over 
Kowloon as it is for them to know that the 
United States is assisting the Chinese on 
Formosa to hold that island as an anti­ 
communist outpost. Formosa was Japan­ 
ese territory from 1895 to 1945 and there­ 
fore the Chinese are as accustomed to 
foreign possession of that territory as they 
are to the British possession of Hongkong, 
since 1841, most of whose inhabitants are 
Chinese. 
Hongkong is a lovely island which rais­ 
es to a peak, on which lives the British Go­ 
vernor-General. In my day, residence on 
the island was graduated in the sense that 
the Chinese mass lived at the base of the 
hill; then came the poorer Eurasians and 
Portuguese; above them were rich Chin­ 
ese merchants, including those who had 
emerged to importance as British sub­ 
jects; above them were the “White men” 
also graded upward to the Peak. Those who 
lived on the Peak were regarded as closer 
to Heaven and acted accordingly. 
Business was and is being done in the 
narrow crowded streets at the base of the 
hill and in Kowloon which houses factories, 
Hongkong has a wonderful harbor for oc­ 
ean-going ships. 
The Pearl River leads to Canton, where 
the British used to own most of an island 
called the Shameen. The big ocean-liners 
transferred their goods at Hongkong to riv­ 
er streamers which went up to Canton. 
Hongkong grew rich as the port for Can­ 
ton. 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s plans for the future 
of China always involved the elimination 
of Hongkong. In his work, “The Interna­ 
tional Development of China,” published in 
1920, Dr. Sun wrote: 
“Canton’s position as a seaport has been 
taken away by Hongkong since its cession 
to England after the Opium War. But as a 
commercial center of South China, Canton 
still holds its own, despite the advantages 
of deep-water harbor, the artificial im ­ 
provements of Hongkong, and the political 
dominance of England. 
“The loss of its position as a seaport is 
entirely due to the ignorance of the Chinese 
people who never made any combined ef­ 
fort to improve the welfare of the coun­ 
try, and also to the corrupt government 
and officials of the Manchu dynasty. Since 
the establishment of the Republic, the peo­ 
ple have begun to awake very rapidly and 
many schem es have been suggested to 
make Canton a seaport. 
“This awakening of the millions of Chin­ 
ese has caused much apprehension to the 
Hongkong Government. The authorities of 
that colony have been doing their utmost 
to hinder every move to restore Canton as 
a seaport and try to nip every scheme in 
the bud. Of course, if Canton is improved 
and made into a world port, then all the 
services that Hongkong performs for her 
as a shipping stage would be dispensed 
with altogether. . .”

DIET AND HEALTH 


Catch That Sty Early 
Before It Develops 
By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
PROBABLY one of the m ost 
com mon eye ailm ents is a sty. I 
im agine m ost of you have had 
one a t some tim e or another. 
Scientifically, we call this type 
of infection a hordeolum . It in ­ 
volves one or m ore of the little 
glands in th e eyelid. Usually, it’s 
due to infection w ith a staphylo­ 
coccus germ. 
Early Treatment Important 
I t ’s 
im p o rtan t 
to 
recognize 
sym ptom s of a sty, because, if 
y o u b e g in t r e a t m e n t e a r ly 
enough, you m ay be able to h a lt 
its developm ent. 
First, you tvill notice th a t your 
eye will begin w atering. It will 
feel as though som ething is in 
your eye. The eye will probably 
also develop a condition we call 
photophobia, or fear of light. 
The lid m ay be red and painful, 
and there will be a sm all, round 
swelling area on th e m argin of 
your lid. 
In a few days, a little yellowish 
spot appears in th e skin of this 
swollen area, indicating th a t pus 
h as form ed. O ften th is tiny a b ­ 
scess will break open by itself, 
discharging th e infected m ate­ 
rial and relieving pain. 
If you get a fte r a sty early 
enough, cold com presses, placed 
on the eye for IO to 15 m inutes 
several tim es a day, m ight stop it 
rig h t there. For your com presses, 
use a cloth soaked in ice-cold 
w ater and w rung dry. 


U m Hot C o m p re st* ! 
In m ost cases, however, the sty 
Is too well advanced by the tim e 


you notice it to forestall its de­ 
velopm ent. Then your best bet 
is .h o t compresses. T his will help 
bring the infection to a head. 
Use either plain h o t w ater or a 
m ixture of hot w ater and boric 
acid. For the latter, dissolve five 
level teaspoonfuls of boric acid 
pow der in one pin t of h o t w ater. 
Y our eyes are very sensitive to 
h e a t, so don’t m ake th e com ­ 
presses too hot. Apply them for 
a sh o rt period of tim e every two 
or th ree hours. 
Sulfa Drugs Help 
Som etim es your doctor m ight 
recom m end penicillin or one of 
th e sulfa drugs to help clear up 
th e infection. 
If th e infection doesn’t open by 
itself, your physician can open it. 
T hen he m ight recom m end an 
antibiotic be put into your eye 
every day until th e sty disappears 
com pletely. This helps prevent 
th e infection from spreading to 
o th e r parts of your eye.

N. N.: I have polycythem ia. 
W hat causes it? 
Answer: Polycythem ia, due to 
several causes, occurs in various 
blood 
diseases, and 
has been 
found in a condition affecting the 
pulm onary arteries. 
In th is disease, th e spleen is 
enlarged, and there is an increase 
in th e num ber of red blood cells. 
T he skin is a rich, red color In 
w arm w eather and bluish in cold 
w eather. T here are digestive and 
nervous sym ptom s, such as h ead ­ 
ache, dizziness, constipation and 
vom iting.

Fish is also rich in minerals and 
vitamins, and some varieties also 
provide a quantity of fat. 
(The composition and food value 
of fish vary according to the spe­ 
cies and the locality where caught.)

Almost all types of fish may be 
cooked in a number of ways—boil- ; 
ed or steamed, saute’ed or deep-fat 
fried, broiled or baked, or used to 
make loaf, cakes, sir a casserole 
dish. 
But in too many American homes 
every fish — fresh or frozen — re­ 
gardless of size or succulence, is 
flung into a frying pan, w'hich is 
tiresome for the family, and left 
there too long, which is terrible for 
the fish.

Fish are very tender and require ; 
little cooking. Overcooking makes 
them dry, leathery, and poorly fla­ 
vored. Cook fish just enough so that 
the flesh can be flaked easily from 
the bones. 
For those who buy food in quan­ 
tity the institutional packs of froz­ 
en haddock, five and ten pound 
haddock packages, are good buys. 
For the other important items 
on the shopping list: 
(1) Unusual freezing tempera­ 
tures in California 
and Arizona 
have lowered the quality of head 
lettuce. Leaf lettuce and cabbage 
are among the best buys in fresh 
greens.
